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DETAILED ACTION 

ART REJECTION: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-4,6-13, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Penner(4,905,001). 

3. - In considering claims 1-4, and 6-9 the claimed subject matter that is met by 
Penner(4,905,001) includes: 

1) the actuator manipulated by the human sender for generating communicating 
signals having characteristics chosen by the sender is met by the hand-held 
communication device(30) which includes actuators(40A-40D) to allow a human to send 
signals(see: column 7, lines 51-66); 

2) the transmitting the communication signal is met by the transmitter 
element(50) which is connected to the actuators to transmit signals(see: column 8, lines 
20-35); 

3) the transducer for translating communications signal into a vibratory 
stimulation perceivable by the receiver is met by the receiver element(52) connected to 
the pushbuttons to operate tactile stimulation for a time sequence of vibratory stimuli to 
a user(see: column 8, lines 29-35; column 9 lines 35-45). 
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- Claims 10-13, and 15 recite subject matter that is met as discussed in the method of 
claims 1-4 and 6-9 above 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 5 and 14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
